Dr. John A. Logan, Internationally-Known | 
Engineer, Takes Rose Name Around World 


Few college presidents car- 
ry the name of their school 
to more republics than Dr. 


John A. Logan of Rose Poly- 
technic Institute. -$ 


As president of the Indiana 
Conference of Higher Educa- 
tion for 1970-71, he will draw 
the assignment as official 
spokesman for higher educa- 
tion in the state. A member of 
the governor’s commission 
studying the role of private- 
ly supported education, he has 
been the man the press has 
come to when it wants straight 
answers about the status of 
independent schools such as 
Rose. 7 


His calendar has not slack- l 


ened over the summer; in 
fact, when school resumed in 
September, Dr. Logan had 
carried the name of Rose to 
a fifth continent within a span 
of less than eight months. 

For two weeks in July he 
spent his ‘vacation’? as a 
special consultant to the World 
Bank on an international de- 
velopment project in Uganda, 
Africa. The trip called for 
briefing; and summarization 
sesgions: in Geneva, Switzer- 
lan ; 

In bate August, he gave a 
paper on sanitary engineering 
and urban development at the 
twelfth International Congress 
of Sanitary Engineers in Ca- 
racas, Venezuela. Earlier this 
year, Dr. Logan keynoted a 
16-nation conference on water 
resource development in Bank- 
kok, Thailand. 

An internationally - known 
leader in the field of environ- 
mental health engineering, 
Dr. Logan received the Ugan- 
da assignment through the 
World Health Organization 
which is working with the 
World Bank on evaluating 
proposed water supply and 
sewage facilities throughout 
Uganda from technical 
and economic points of view. 

The consulting team, which 
consists of Dr. Logan, another 
engineer and an economist 
made initial studies of the 
projects during visits to Ugan-

Dr. Logan was educated in 
hoth his native Canada and in 
the- United States, and alter- 
natcly followed the role of prac- 
ticing engineer and teacher nntil 
named to the presidency of 
Rose-Hulman Polytechnic Insti- 
tute in 1962. He earned his 
bachelor's degree at the Univer 
sity of Saskatchawan, and his 
master’s and doctorate at Hat 
vard. 

His first engincering post was 
with the Saskatchawan Highway 
Department from 1929 to 1932. 
He taught at Iowa State College, 
in 1935-36, then spent a year as 
a design enginéer in Chicago. 


He returned to the classroom 
at the University of Missouri, 
1937-41, then was chief engineer 
for a professional firm in‘ St. 
Louis for two years. He was in 
the U.S. Army in World War II, 
as chief engineer, of the Amazon 
River Project. 


After the war he served in the 
International Health Division of} 
ithe Rockefeller Foundation in| 
France, then as supervisor of 
projects in Sardinia, Italy, and 
England. 


Dr. Logan returned to aca- 
demia in 1954 and spent eight 
years on the faculty of North- 
western University before his 
appointment as president of 
Rose-Hulman. 


He has served in various ca- 
pacities on the Armed Forces 
Epidemiology Board, the World, 
Health Organization, the U.S. 
Public Health Service, and the 
National Research Council on 
problems of environmental 
health, metropolitan planning, 
urban transportation, and water 
and waste disposal. He has been 
decorated by the governments of 
Sardinia and Brazil. 

Robb, whose parents brought 
him to this country from Scot- 
land as a small boy, followed 
his father into the coal mincs 
and, like his father, rose 
through the ranks to trade union 
leadership. He held nearly every 
office in his local union, and 
from 1942 until his retirement in 
1965 he was director of District 
30 of the United Steelworkers 
of America, which covers por- 
tions of Indiana, Ohto, and Ke 

i tucky. : 


Robb, 75, is often referred to 
yas the father of labor education 
in Indiana because of his early 
and continuing championship of 
collegiate-level education pro- 
|grams for the leaders of union 
locals, and the support of scho- 
larship programs for children 
of union members. 

In 1947, he arranged for the 
‘Ifirst summer institute for 
‘members of his union on the 

I.U. Bloomington campus, and 
was influential in persuading 
the State C.I.O. to follow suit 
that same summer. From this 
modest beginning has burgeoned 
the extensive labor education 
program centered at Indiana 
‘University. 

The Welfare and Education 
Fund created by the Steel- 
workers under Robb’s direction 
supports not only the educa- 
tional program for union 


leaders, but also provides two 
annual collegiate scholarships: 
for children of union members. 
In 1963, Robb was instrumental 
in creating the Resident Educa- 
xion Program at I.U., a pioncer- 
ing effort in liberal arts educa- 
tion for union leaders in which 
the recipients lived on campus 
during the regular school year, 

Dr, Warren, 81, grew up on a 
farm near Saratoga, Ind., and 
after high school graduation at- 
tended Indiana State Normal 
School for one summer, followed 
hy two years of teaching in 
rural elementary schools, When 
he was married, at the start of 
his second year of teaching, his 
father gave him a cow and $500, 
and agreed that the cash, and 
the cash value of the cow, could 
be invested in a college educa, 
lion, 

With that modest stake, Dr. 
Warren went on to an AB. in 
Zoology from IU in 1914, an 
M.A. from IU in 1917, and a doc- 
torate from Columbia Univer- 
sity in 1932. 

During his distinguished ca- 
reer he worked for the states of 
Alabama and Georgia in re- 
search on control of the cotton 
boll weevil, spent a quarter of 
a-century in teaching and rce- 
search at Kansas State Univer- 
sity, and headed the North Cen- 
tral Area project on poultry 
breeding at Purdue University 
for eight years. 

Then, at age 65, Dr. Warren 
began a 13-year career as staff 
geneticist for Kimber Farms, 
Fremont, Calif. 

He was named to the Agricul- 
tural Hall of Fame in 1971 for 
his conrtibutions to the field of 
poultry breeding. He also won 
the Poultry Science Association 
Research Award in 1933 and the

“It’s an honor to be nominated for 
‘a Nobel peace prize even though I 
didn’t get it,’ Dr. John Logan, 
former president of Rose-Hulman In- 
` stitute of Technology, said. 

Dr. Logan was nominated by the 
Italian government for his effort in 
rectifying malaria in Sardinia, the 
second largest Italian island, after 
World War II. Last year was the 30th 
anniversary of what Dr. Logan called 
the “rebirth of Sardinia.” 

The island was malaria ridden, 
backward and proverty stricken prior 
to mosquito-extermination projects. 
In 1943, the United Nations Relief and 
Rehabilitation Administration 
started with a pilot scheme at 
Oristano. It was followed in 1947 by a 
campaign financed by the 
Rockefeller Foundation. 

As staff engineer for the interna- 
tional health division of the 
Rockefeller Foundation, Dr. Logan 
headed a team of 30,000 medical 
doctors and engineers in the project. 
They used modern techniques in ex- 
terminating malaria mosquitoes in 
the backward island. Dr. Logan 
stayed in Italy for eight years before 
returning to the United States. 

“It is amazing to see what had 
happened to the island. It’s a mira- 
cle,” he said. ‘‘Since then Sardinia 
has become the bright spot of Italy.” 

According to the civil engineer, 
Sardinia has adjusted very well to 
development. ‘You need to have 
some kind of prosperity,” he said. 


continued. “They have industrial and 
agricultural basis. It’s a lovely part 
of the world.” 

The retired 17-year president of 
Rose-Hulman now is consultant to the 
World Health Organization. He 
represented the U.S. State Depart- 
ment in engineering projects like 
malaria rectification in Indonesia and 
improvement of sanitation in Ugan- 
da. 

‘The Cacun Conference called at- 
tention to underdeveloped countries,” 
he said. However, his knowledge in 
these countries has helped him de- 
veloped his own viewpoint in ways to 
help Third World countries. 

“I don’t think hand outs (free food) 
is the answer,” Dr. Logan noted. 
“These countries have to develop, 
and we can provide leadership in 
agriculture, industry and public 
health. 

“We can employ expertise,” he 
continued. ‘‘But we have to provide 
the necessary organization to handle 
these new technologies. There has to 
be internal leadership within the un- 
derdeveloped country.” 

Locally, Dr. Logan is very active in 
community services. He is well 
known as the secretary of the Vigo 
County School Corporation Board of 
Trustees. He also serves on the Vigo 
County Tax Adjustment Board and is 
the governor’s representative for the 
development of solar energy in the 
mid-West. 

“I ran for the school board three 


years ago because I feel I have | 


something to offer in education,’’Dr.

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Logan looking to new challenge 
as interim president at Franklin

Six years after his “retirement,” 
John A. Logan of Terre Haute is 
taking on a new challenge. 

Logan, former president of Rose- 
Hulman Institute of Technology, will 
assume new duties Jan. 1 as interim 
president of Franklin College, an old 
and distinguished liberal-arts in- 
stituton with an estimated 500 to 700 
students. 


And, he promises to make some 
changes. 

“Its a challenge,” Logan said. 
“All liberal-arts schools are having 
problems.” At Franklin, the primary 
problems are image and marketing, 
he said. 


“Franklin has recently completed 
a $10 million fund drive successful- 
ly,” he said. “Right now, money isn’t 
the major problem. We need to de- 
termine a direction for Franklin. We 
will use Lieutant Governor (John) 
Mutz’s guidelines designed to make 
Indiana competitive in the next 25 
years.” 

Logan cited the Pulliam School of 
Journalism at Franklin as one area 
which has been inadequately pro- 
moted. He hopes to exploit that asset 
in moving ahead with combining ca- 


reer opportunities and a sound 
liberal-arts education, but he said he 
also will be looking for other areas for 
Franklin to stress in career-directed 
liberal-arts education. 

Logan doesn’t plan to be a 
“storekeeper” president, and neither 
does the Franklin executive board. 
Board members said they wanted a 
president to move ahead and set the 
college on a course for the future. The 
new president, when he is named, will 
be someone who subscribes to those 


“new directions, Logan said. 


“Franklin is doing a lot of things 
right. It just-needs some work on 
image and marketing,” he said. That, 
combined with setting new goals and 
directions, will be Logan's challenge. 

Logan retired as president of Rose- 
Hulman in 1976, but has remained 
active in civic affairs both locally and 
in the Wabash Valley area. Since his 
retirement, he has served a two-year 
term as executive director of the 
Wabash Valley Interstate Com- 
mission, and has been executive di- 
rector of Terre Haute Civic Improve- 
ment Inc. since 1978. 

He is also completing a four-year 
term as a Vigo County school board 
trustee, and was its president this 
calendar year. 

A native of Saskatchewan, Logan 


was naturalized as an American 
citizen in 1943. He earned both a 
bachelor of science and a bachelor of 
civil engineering degree from the 
University of Saskatchewan. His 
master of science and doctorate in 
environmental engineering were 
earned at Harvard University. He 
holds honorary degrees from Indiana 
State University, Wabash College, 
Indiana University and the University 
of Evansville. 


His career has included work as a 
practicing engineer and as a teacher. 
Prior to assuming the presidency of 
Rose-Hulman, Logan served as chair- 
man of the Department of Civil Engi- 
neering at Northwestern University. 
He has also served in a consulting 
capacity to countless national and 
international committees of the U.S. 
Public Health Service, the Surgeon 
General, U.S. State Department, the 
World Health Organization and the 
NATO Conference on Environmental 
concerns. 


His professional affiliations include 
the National Academy of Engineer- 
ing, National Society of Professional 
Engineers, American Society of Civil 
Engineers, Tau Beta Pi and the 
American Academy of Environmen- 
tal Engineering.
